REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Mr. Moderator: 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided by Article XI 
of the By-Laws of the Town of Hopedale, the Finance Com- 
mittee has given careful consideration to all Articles in the 
Town Warrant that involve the expenditure of money, and 
presents in this report its recommendations on such Articles. 
The Committee has obtained information from and consulted 
with various departments and officials of the Town and believes 
that the appropriations it has recommended are the minimum 
amounts with which essential and necessary services can be 
rendered to the citizens. 


The appropriations for 1959 recommended by the Fi- 
nance Committee amount to a total of $721,200 as compared 
with $658,625 for last year. After deducting recommended 
amounts to be transferred from funds available from free cash, 
bond premium, Chapter 718 funds and the sale of land, there 
remains a balance of $661,817.50 to be raised, as compared with 
$619,350 last year. This is a net increase of $42,467.50 over 
last year. 
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The recommended appropriations are shown in some de- 
tail later in this report in comparison with those of 1958. The 
principal increases are $40,540 for maturing debt and interest 
(caused by new bonds for the High School addition), $29,810 
for School Department expenses and $26,000 for an additional 
water supply system. The larger decreases were $45,775 in 
Special Articles not repeated in respect of architect’s plans and 
for equipment and a portion of the remodeling cost at the 
High School. 


The Finance Committee recommends that under Article 
20 the sum of $50,000 be transferred from available funds to 
apply against the tax rate ior 1959. The amount of the Town’s 
available funds (or “free cash”) at January 1, 1959, as certi- 
fied by the State Director of Accounts, was $99,627, and we 
believe that only about one half of this should be used. Last 
year there was $36,275 of available funds used at the annual 
and special Town meetings. 


At the time this report went to the printer it was not 
possible to make a reasonable estimate of what the 1959 tax 
rate might be. The effect of the new State withholding tax 
on the amounts the State will pay to the Town has not been 
ascertained, and proposed legislation as to a sales tax could 
have an important effect on the tax rate. However, it may 
be pointed out that the net increase of $42,467.50 in recom- 
mended appropriations less transfers, mentioned above, will 
represent from $5.25 to $5.50 in the tax rate.

REPORT OF BY-LAW COMMITTEE 
(March 2, 1959) 


Your Committee, appointed under authority of the vote 
under Article 21 of the Annual Town Meeting of March 4, 1957, 
herewith submits its report and recommendations for the revi- 
sion of the Town By-Laws. 


Attached hereto and made a part hereof are new By-Laws 
recommended by your Committee for adoption in place of some 
of the presently existing By-Laws which were last compiled in 
1928. The repeal of the old By-Laws insofar as the same are in 
conflict or contradiction of those proposed herein, is recom- 
mended. 
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It is also recommended that the By-Laws listed on the 
first page of this report, be repealed without substitution or 
alternative provisions being made. This recommendation is 
made because certain of our By-Laws have been superseded by 
Legislative enactment, or have otherwise ceased to serve any 
useful purpose. 


In any instances where the adoption or acceptance of en- 
abling legislation is required, we recommend such action. 


We further recommend that action relative to adoption 
of new By-Laws and the repeal of certain of the old By-Laws 
be considered at a Special Meeting called for the purpose, the 
same to be called at an early date.

CHAPTER I 


General Provisions 


Section 1. The adoption of these by-laws by the Town 
shall have the force and effect of repealing all presently exist- 
ing by-laws and regulations heretofore adopted by the Town 
which are contradictory of or inconsistent with these by-laws, 
except that this repeal shall not apply to or effect any by-law, 
order or article heretofore adopted accepting or adopting the 
provisions of any statute of the Commonwealth. These by-laws 
shall be known and referred to as “By-Laws of the Town of 
Hopedale, Massachusetts.” 


Section 2. Whoever violates any provision of these by- 
laws whereby any act or thing is prohibited shall, unless other 
provision is expressly made, forfeit and pay a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars. 


Section 3. Prosecutions for the breach of any of the 
provisions of any of these by-laws shall be commenced within 
one year from such breach. 


CHAPTER II 


Town Meetings 


Section 1. The annual Town Meeting shall be held on 
the first Monday of March of each year at 9:00 A.M. 
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Section 2. All business of the annual Town Meeting, ex- 
cept the election of such officers and the determination of such 
matters as are required by law to be elected or determined by 
ballot, shall be considered at an adjournment of such meeting 
to be held on the succeeding Tuesday at 7:30 P.M. 


Section 3. Notices of every Town Meeting shall be given 
by posting an attested copy of the warrant for such meeting 
in five or more public places in the Town of Hopedale. One 
copy thereof shall be posted in Town Hall Building. 


Section 4. Notices of every adjourned Town Meeting 
shall be posted by the ‘Town Clerk in five or more public places 
in the Town of Hopedale and one copy thereof shall be posted 
in the Town Hall Building. In addition thereto the Town Clerk 
may, if he deems it practicable, publish the same in any news- 
paper published in the County having a circulation in the ‘Town 
of Hopedale. 


Section 5. Copies of the warrant and of the report of the 
finance committee thereon shall be made available to the vot- 
ers at all Town Meetings. 


Section 6. The Moderator shall appoint tellers, who shall 
permit only registered voters to enter upon the floor of the 
Town Hall at the annual or any Town Meeting; the stage may 
be occupied under the direction of the Moderator. 


Section 7. The number of voters necessary to constitute 
a quorum at any Town Meeting shall be fifty; provided, how- 
ever, that a number less than a quorum may from time to time 
adjourn the same. This section shall not apply to such parts 
of meetings as are devoted exclusively to the election of town 
officers. 


Section 8. Articles of the warrant shall be acted upon in 
the order in which they appear unless otherwise determined by 
vote of the meeting. 
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Section 9. All motions having to do with the expendi- 
ture of money shall be presented in writing; other motions shall 
be in writing if so directed by the Moderator. 


Section 10. If a motion is susceptible of division, it shall 
be divided and the question shall be put separately upon each 
part thereof, if ten voters so request. 


Section 11. When a question is before the meeting, the 
following motions, namely: to adjourn: to lay on the table: 
for the previous question: to postpone to a time certain: to 
commit, recommit or refer: to amend: to postpone indefinitely: 
shall be received and shall have precedence in the foregoing 
order: and the first three shall be decided without debate. 


Section 12. On proposed amendments involving sums of 
money, the larger or largest amount shall be put to the ques- 
tion first, and an affirmative vote thereon shall be a negative 
vote on any smaller amount. 


Section 13. Any person who is employed as an attorney 
by another interested in any matter under discussion at a 
Town Meeting shall disclose the fact of his employment before 
speaking thereon. 


Section 14. When a question is put, the sense of the 
Meeting shall be determined by the voices of the voters and 
the Moderator shall declare the vote as it appears to him. If 
the Moderator is unable to decide the vote by the sound of the 
voices, or if his decision is immediately questioned by ten or 
more voters rising in their places for that purpose, he shall de- 
termine the vote by ordering a show of hands and he may ap- 
point tellers to make and return the count. 


Section 15. The Meeting may order that the vote on any 
motion shall be taken by a “Yes” and “No” ballot. 


Section 16. No vote of the Meeting shall be reconsidered 
unless notice of intention to ask for reconsideration shall have 
been given within one hour after the vote to which such notice 
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relates has been passed. When a motion for reconsideration is 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no ques- 
tion shall be reconsidered more than once; nor shall any vote 
be reconsidered on a motion to adjourn, to lay on the table, or 
for the previous question. 


Section 17. No motion for reconsideration shall be in or- 
der at an adjourned meeting on a matter decided within one 
hour of adjournment of the previous session of the same meet- 
ing, except by unanimous consent, unless a notice of intention 
so to move has been given in writing to the Town Clerk (on or 
before noon of the day to which the meeting stands adjourned), 
such notice to be advertised or posted in a public place by said 
Town Clerk. 


Section 18. All Committees shall report as directed by 
the Town. If no report is made within a year after its ap- 
pointment, a committee shall be discharged unless, in the 
meantime, the Town shall have granted an extension of time. 


Section 19. No motion the effect of which would be to 
dissolve the meeting, shall be in order until every article in 
the warrant therefor has been duly considered and acted upon, 
but this shall not preclude the postponement of consideration 
of any article to an adjournment of the meeting at a stated 
time and place. 


CHAPTER III 


Duties of Town Officers 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall have the general direc- 
tion and management of the property and affairs of the Town 
in all matters not otherwise provided for by law or these by- 
laws. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk im- 
mediately after every Town Meeting to notify in writing all 
members of committees who may be elected or appointed at 
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such meeting, stating the business upon which they are to act 
and the names of the persons composing the committee and 
also to notify all officers, boards and committees, of all votes 
passed at such meeting in any way affecting them. 


CHAPTER IV 
Finance Committee 


It is recommended that the present By-Law be retained 
with the following additions: 


1. No paid town officer or paid town employee shall be 
eligible to serve on said Committee. 


2. The Report of said Committee shall be contained in 
the Annual Town Report. 


CHAPTER V 


Section 1. No officer of the Town shall, in his official 
capacity, make or pass upon or participate in making or pass- 
ing upon, any sale, contract or agreement or the terms or 
amount of any payment in which the Town is interested and 
in which such officer has any personal financial interest, direct 
or indirect. 


Section 2. No town officer and no salaried employee of 
the Town, or any agent of such officer or employee, shall receive 
any compensation or commission for work done by him for the 
Town, except his official salary and fees allowed by law, with- 
out the permission of the Selectmen expressed in a vote which 
shall appear on their records with the reasons therefor. 


Section 3. No contract involving an obligation of the 
Town in excess of Three Thousand Dollars shall be binding 
upon the Town unless it is in writing and is signed by at least 
a majority of the Board or Committee duly authorized or hav- 
ing control of the appropriation against which such obligation 
is incurred; and such Board or Committee shall make a record 
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of every such contract in a book which shall be the property 
of the Town. 


Section 4. Every contract exceeding One Thousand Dol- 
lars shall be accompanied by a suitable bond for the perform- 
ance of the same, or by the deposit of money or security to the 
amount of such bond if so requested by the Officer or Board 
authorized to make the contract. 


Section 5. No Board or Officer shall make any contract 
in behalf of the Town, the execution of which shall necessarily 
extend beyond one year from the date therefor, except as other- 
wise provided by law, unless specific authority to do so has been 
given by vote of the Town. 


Section 6. No contract shall be awarded for any work or 
service to be performed for the Town, other than professional 
service or service performed by a person regularly employed 
by the Town as part of the duties of such employment, the 
estimated cost of which is Three Thousand Dollars or more, 
and no purchase of materials, supplies or equipment shall be 
made which is estimated to cost Three Thousand Dollars or 
more, unless competitive bids for such contract or purchase 
have first been obtained. 


(b) The provisions of the preceding section shall not 
apply in cases of special emergency requiring immediate action 
for the preservation of life or the protection of property; in 
the case of the purchase of materials, supplies or equipment 
for which there is no reasonable substitute by reason of natural 
or actual monopoly, peculiarity of design or type of article, 
patent right or copyright; in the case of work or service of a 
specialized nature for which fair and reasonable competition 
cannot be obtained. 


(c) If a contract or purchase is made without com- 
petitive bids under the exceptions allowed in section (b), such 
contract or purchase shall have attached to it previous to its 
audit by the Town Accountant, a certificate by the Officer, 
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Board or Committee authorizing the same, setting forth the 
reasons why competitive bids were not obtained. 


(d) Competitive bids shall be invited as follows:—In the 
case of contracts for the performance of work or service for the 
Town, by advertisement in a newspaper published in the Town, 
or having a general circulation therein, three times at intervals 
of two days, the final publication to be at least seven days be- 
fore the time advertised for the opening of bids. 


(e) Every invitation for competitive bids shall state the 
time and place where plans and specifications of proposed 
work or materials, supplies or equipment may be obtained, 
and the time and place at which bids will be opened, and shall 
reserve to the Town the right to reject any or all such bids. 


(f{) All proposals shall be opened in public at the time 
and place specified therefor. No purchase, and no service or 
work for which a contract is proposed, shall be split or divided 
for the purpose of evading the provisions of this chapter. 


(g) All plans and specifications, bids on which awards 
have been made, certificates required by section (c), and con- 
tracts, shall be kept on file and shall be open to public in- 
spection at reasonable times. 


CHAPTER VI 
Legal Affairs 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall be agents of the Town 
to institute, prosecute and defend any and all claims, actions 
and proceedings to which the Town is a party or in which the 
interests of the Town are or may be involved. 


Section 2. The Selectmen in their annual report shall 
state what actions have been brought against and on behalf 
of the Town, what cases have been compromised or settled, 
and the current standing or all suits at law involving the 
Town or any of its interests. 
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Section 3. The Selectmen shall annually in March after 
final adjournment of the Annual Town Meeting, appoint a 
member of the bar in good standing, to serve as Town Coun- 
sel for the Term of one year and until his successor is ap- 
pointed and enters upon the performance of his duties. They 
shall likewise fill any vacancy in said office for the unexpired 
term, and may employ special counsel to assist the said Town 
Counsel whenever, in their judgment, necessity therefor arises. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Town Counsel to 
conduct the prosecution, defense or compromise claims, actions 
and preceedings to which the Town is a party, and the pro- 
secution of actions and proceedings by or on behalf of any 
town officer, board or committee as such; to conduct the de- 
fense of any action or proceedings brought against any town 
officer, board or committee as such when the Selectmen, hav- 
ing determined that any right or interests are or may be in- 
volved, shall so request. 


CHAPTER VII 


Records and Reports 


Section 1. All Officers, Boards and Committees of the 
Town, shall cause records of their doings and accounts to be 
kept in suitable books. Said books shall be kept in their re- 
spective places in the Town Offices, and shall not be removed 
therefrom. Said books, shall unless otherwise provided by law, 
be open to public inspection at any reasonable time, but shall 
remain during such inspection under supervision of the Officer, 
Board or Committee having custody thereof. 


Section 2. All Officers, Boards, Standing Committees 
and Special Committees of the Town having charge of the 
expenditure of Town money shall annually report thereon in 
writing in such manner as to give the citizens a fair and full un- 
derstanding of the objects and methods of such expenditures, 
referring, however, to the report of the Town Accountant for 
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statements in detail of receipts and payments, any may make 
therein such recommendations as they deem proper. Such re- 
ports shall be submitted to the Selectmen for inclusion in the 
Annual Report on or before the first day of February of each 
year. 


Section 3. The Annual Town Report shall contain in 
addition to the reports of Officers, Boards and Committees as 
hereinbefore provided, a detailed report of all moneys received 
into and paid out of the Town treasury in the financial year 
next preceding, showing separately payments made from the 
proceeds of loans as capital outlays for permanent improve- 
ments; the report of the Collector of Taxes, of receipts, pay- 
ments and abatements; statements of all funds belonging to 
the Town or held for the benefit of its inhabitants; a state- 
ment of the liabilities of the Town on bonds, notes, certificates 
of indebtedness, or otherwise, and of indebtedness authorized 
but not incurred, and the purposes thereof; a statement of 
transfers made to or from any appropriation; abstracts of the 
records of the meetings of the Town held since publication of 
the last annual report; and such other matters as the said re- 
port is required by law to contain, or as may be inserted by 
the Selectmen under the discretion granted them by law. 


Section 4. The Selectmen, or-the Town, may direct that 
the Assessors’ valuation list, the by-laws and standing votes 
of the Town, and the rules and regulations adopted by any 
Officer, Board or Committee, be printed either separately or 
as a part of the Annual Town Report. 


CHAPTER VIII 
Trailer Coaches 


Section 1. No Trailer Coach Park shall be established 
within the limits of the Town. 


Section 2. No person shall occupy a trailer or mobile 
home for living or business purposes without a permit from 
the Board of Selectmen.

Article 5. Voted: Unanimously, that the ‘Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, be authorized to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1959, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 6. Voted: Unanimously, that the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, be authorized to borrow 
money on and after January 1, 1960, and to issue a note or 
notes therefor, payable within one year. Any debt incurred 
under this vote to be paid from the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1960. 


Article 7. Voted: Unanimously, that the sum of $558.48 
refunded from the County on account of the Dog Tax be 
transferred to the Library Department. : 


Article 8. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town au- 
thorize the Selectmen to take charge of all legal proceedings 
for or against the Town. 


Article 9. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 for Insect Pest Control, 
as required by Chapter 132, General Laws and as amended, 
by Chapter 657 “Acts of 1956”. 
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Article 10. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for suppress of Dutch 
Elm Disease, as required by Chapter 132, General Laws, and 
as amended by Chapter 657 “Acts of 1956’’. 


Article 11. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $7,500.00 for a Reserve Fund. 


Article 12. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $5,500.00 to meet its share of the 
cost of premiums of contributory group insurance for certain 
persons in the service of the Town. 


Article 13. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town vote to 
appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to meet the Town’s share 
of the cost of Chapter 90 Highway Construction on Dutcher 
Street, and to meet said appropriation the sum of $2,000.00 
be transferred from the proceeds received from the State under 
the provisions of Chapter 718 of the Acts of 1956, the same to 
be expended under the supervision of the Selectmen. 


Article 14. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town vote to 
appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to meet the Town’s share 
of the cost of Chapter 90 Highway Construction on Greene 
Street, and to meet said appropriation the sum of $2,000.00 
be transferred from the proceeds received from the State under 
the provisions of Chapter 718 of the Acts of 1956, the same to 
be expended under the supervision of the Selectmen. 


Article 15. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,200.00 for Chapter 90 Mainte- 
nance of Mendon Street, and that the Selectmen on behalf of 
the Town be authorized to enter into any contracts or agree- 
ments in regard to said maintenance as they may find neces- 
sary or expedient. 


Article 16. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town vote 
to accept the private way known as Malquinn Drive, as a 
public road as laid out by the Road Commissioners, said road 
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being laid out to extend about 653.38 feet easterly from Hope- 
dale Street, and being 40 feet in width, with a turn around of 
60 feet in diameter. 


Article 17. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town vote 
to appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for the permanent con- 
struction of Malquinn Drive, and to meet said appropriation 
the sum of $2,000.00 be transferred from the proceeds received 
from the State under the provisions of Chapter 718 of the Acts 
of 1956. 


Article 18. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town au- 
thorize the Road Commissioners to dispose of one Auto-Car 
Dump Truck, Model 1924. 


Article 19. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $25,100.00, and transfer from funds 
available from sale of Park land, the sum of $900.00, for test- 
ing, construction, and purchase of materials and equipment 
for providing additional water supply for the Town, the same 
to be expended under the direction of the Water Commissioners.

Articles 1 to 5 inclusive relate to the Hope Street bridge 
problem. Under the first four Articles, two alternative layouts 
of new streets are offered to the Meeting. Articles 1 and 2 
would provide a new road from Cemetery Street to Mendon 
Street, entering Mendon Street just west of Mill River at a 
point now marked by a private road; the estimated cost of this 
project is $19,000.00. Articles 3 and 4 would provide a new

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erally a private road now used quite frequently by the public;

The Finance Committee has viewed the sites of the two 
road layouts and is in favor of the second alternative route.

Before taking up Article 1 the Moderator requested the 
report of the Finance Committee, which Mr. James H. Richard- 
son, Chairman read, as follows: 


REPORT OF 
THE HOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE 
TO THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, OCTOBER 5, 1959 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


The Finance Committee has given careful consideration to 
the Articles in the Town Warrant for the Special Town Meet- 
ing to be held on October 5, 1959 and hereby presents its re- 
port and recommendations thereon. 


Article 1 is to see if the Town will accept a deed to a tract 
of land surrounding the new water supply well which was ap- 
proved at the Annual Town Meeting last March. This com- 
prises about 15 acres, and Draper Corporation has offered to 
donate all of its rights in the land without cost to the Town. 
It is recommended that Article 1 be approved. 


Articles 2 to 6 have been included in the Warrant as the 
result of a petition of a group of voters. These Articles would 
rescind certain actions taken at the Special Town Meeting on 
May 4, 1959 which authorized the discontinuance of Hope 
Street Bridge for vehicular traffic and the construction of an 
alternate route by a street from Cemetery Street to Hammond 
Road. 


The Finance Committee has reviewed the information 
and figures concerning these matters and has found them to be 
substantially the same as when it reported to the May meet- 
ing. We believe the cost of adequate repairs to the bridge is 
greater than the Town should bear. 
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Over $85,000 (at present price) would have to be spent 
within the next few years; about half of that sum would have 
to be expended for the first work. Then after spending an 
amount equal to over $10 in our tax rate, we would still have 
an obsolete bridge, limited to 3 tons per vehicle. The profes- 
sional engineer who inspected the bridge has advised that in 
his opinion it is not possible to keep the bridge safe for vehi- 
cular traffic by the expenditure of small sums each year. 


As compared with the previously mentioned cost of re- 
pairing the bridge, the cost of the new street, approved at the 
last meeting, is estimated to be $11,000. In addition there 
would be small expenditures to keep the bridge open for foot 
traffic only for the time being. 


Because of the petition to hold this meeting, the Road 
Commissioners dropped the seeking of bids for the construc- 
tion of the new street, and with the approach of winter any 
construction would have to be deferred until next year. There- 
for, the Finance Committee believes that the closing of the 
bridge to vehicular traffic should be postponed to allow time for 
the construction of the street. 


Accordingly the Committee recommends under Article 2 
that the Town vote to rescind the action taken under Article 
5 of the Special Town Meeting of May 5, 1959. The Commit- 
tee further recommends that under Article 3 the Town vote to 
discontinue the Bridge for vehicular traffic on June 15, 1960, 
but to leave said Bridge open for foot traffic. 


On Articles 4, 5, and 6 the Finance Committee recom- 
mends that either no action or negative action be taken. The 
Committee is opposed to the appropriation of any money to 
repair the Bridge and believes that the Town should, as pre- 
viously voted, proceed to construct the new road from Cemetery 
Street to Hammond Road.

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VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
following lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered 
report them at once to the town clerk, that the record may 
be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of Vital 
Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts from 
the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of the 
birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge show- 
ing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, the name, age, birth place, occupation and resi- 
dence (including the street number, if any) of each parent, 
the maiden name of the mother and the name of the physician 
or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. If the child 
is illegitimate, the names of and other facts relating to the 
father shall not be set forth except upon written request of 
both the father and mother. Said physician or officer shall, 
within fifteen days after such birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or register of the town where such birth occurred, a re- 
port stating the facts herein above required to be shown on 
said record and also the said written request, if any provided, 
that if said report is not so made within forty-eight hours 
after such birth, said physician or officer shall, within said 
forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to said clerk, or registrar 
a notice stating the date and place of the birth, the street 
number, if any, the ward number, if in a city, and the family 
name. Upon presentation to him of a certificate of the town 
clerk stating that any such birth has been duly reported, the 
town treasurer shall pay to such physician or officer a fee 
of twenty-five cents for each birth so reported. Any physician 
or any such officer violating any provision of this section shall 
forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a 
child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such birth, shall furnish the same upon re- 
quest of the clerk of the town where such child was born or 
its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. Such 
member or servant refusing to furnish such facts shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk 
of the town where such child is born. Every householder in 
whose house a death occurs and the oldest next of kin of a 
deceased person in the town where the death occurs shall, with- 
in five days thereafter, cause notice thereof to be given to the 
board of health.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN AND 
SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT PEST CONTROL 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Hopedale, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I submit to you my report as Tree Warden and Supt. of 
Insect Pest Control for the year ending December 31, 1959. 


Fifteen Norway Maples and one Crimson King Maple tree 
were planted to replace trees that had to be removed. I inspect- 
ed all tree work done by Utility companies. Street traffic was 
made safe by the removal of broken and dead limbs that hung 
over the streets. Several dead trees were removed. 


Five years ago we instituted a program to kill the Poison 
Ivy along the streets. This year completed that program, and 
now it will be just a matter of checking for spots we may have 
missed, etc. 


On April 13th a dormant spray of 12% DDT was applied 
to the Elm Trees for the purpose of controlling the Elm Bark 
Beetles, the carriers of the Dutch Elm Diseases. 


On May 21st and 22d practically the whole town was 
sprayed from the air with a solution of 1.2% Malathion and 
2.4% Chlordane for the control of the Elm Leaf Beetle, Tent 
Caterpillars, Gypsy Moth, Flies, etc. 


Due to the very bad Mosquito situation a special 6% DDT 
spray was applied by order of the Board of Health. 


On July 9th another spray of 6% DDT and 1% Malathion 
was applied from the air. 
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We have never had a special mosquito control program in 
Town. The benefits we received, against this pest, have been 
incidental to the regular Insect Pest Control. However, up un- 
til the very bad infestation of last summer, we have had very 
good luck. This next year, by changing our program some- 
what, I hope to get good control over the mosquito. I am get- 
ting the very latest information on this subject from the 
University of Massachusetts, and the Department of Agricul- 
ture in Washington, D. C. 


Forty-eight samples taken from suspected Dutch Elm 
Diseased Trees were sent to the Shade Tree Laboratories at the 
University of Massachusetts. Forty-four of them proved to 
have Dutch Elm Disease, and have all been removed and burn- 
ed, as required by Chap. 657 of the General Laws. 


I would like to express my sincere appreciation to all of the 
property owners, that had Dutch Elm Diseased trees, for their 
fine cooperation in having the trees removed and burned so 
promptly. It is only with this combined effort that we can hold 
our own against this dread disease that is taking so many of our 
beautiful shade trees.

Playground 


The playground, as in past years, continued to be extreme- 
ly popular. Our playground supervisor Mr. Carlton Miner and 
his staff have done an outstanding job in teaching the children 
new skills as well as supervising their play. 


The school bus was used again this summer to transport 
the children living at a distance from the center so that they 
might enjoy the advantages of the park and pond. 


After the baseball season the old wooden bleachers and 
players benches which were past the point of economical re- 
pair were dismantled. New steel players benches and one 
bleacher have been purchased and with a second bleacher 
planned to be purchased in the spring will be erected in time 
for the 1960 season. 


Swimming 


Each year more and more children take the swimming 
lessons offered. This year 171 children (an increase of 15% 
over 1958) passed tests as follows: 


Beginners 70 Intermediates 60 
Swimmers 17 Advanced Swimmers 9 
Life Saving (Junior) 12 
Life Saving (Senior) 3

We have contracted with the Allied Biological Control 
Corp. to conduct a continuing program through the use of new 
types of chemicals to finally eradicate the weeds from the pond.

The Planning Board acted on eight applications for en- 
dorsement of plans believed not to require approval. The board 
approved seven and rejected one. 


A public hearing was held on April 14, 1959 by said board 
relative to proposed By-Laws respecting trailer coaches, said 
proposed By-Laws being as follows: 


114 


1. To prohibit the establishment of trailer coach parks 
within the limits of the Town. 


2. To prohibit the use of trailers or mobile homes for 
living or business purposes without a permit from the 
Board of Selectmen. 


The Planning Board made its report of this public hear- 
ing to said Town at a Special Meeting of the Town held on 
May 4, 1959. 


A public hearing was held on November 2, 1959 on a 
subdivision of land of about 14.5 acres situated on both banks 
of the Mill River, northwesterly of Greene Street. This land 
was transferred to said Town from Draper Corporation to pro- 
vide additional area for artesan wells to increase water supply. 
Subdivision was approved. 


A public hearing was held on December 28, 1959 on the 
subdivision of 30,000 square feet of land on the west side of 
Hopedale Street and the north side of Depot Street. This was 
a transfer of land from Draper Corporation to George A. Mon- 
giat and Hopedale Rifle and Pistol Club. Subdivision was ap- 
proved.

No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be five 
years old on or before December 31. New pupils will be reg- 
istered in May. 


No pupil may enter grade one unless he will be six years 
old on or before December 31. 


When a pupil first enters the public schools of the Town 
of Hopedale he must present a birth certificate and a vaccina- 
tion certificate. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has 
secured from the attending physician, or the school physician, 
or his representative, a health certificate stating that all danger 
of contagion is over. 


The No-School Signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
Signal is sounded at 7:15 A.M., it closes all schools for all day. 
When the No-School Signal is sounded at 7:30 A.M., it closes 
the kindergarten and grades one through six all day, but the 
junior-senior high school will be in session. When the No- 
School Signal is sounded at 12:30 P.M., it closes the kinder- 
garten and grades one through six for the afternoon. An ef- 
fort will be made to have the signal announced on Radio Sta- 
tions WMRC, WTAG, WBZ, and WKOX.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the seventy-fourth 
annual report. 


During the year of 1959, The Bancroft Memorial Library 
and its Branch at South Hopedale have continued to maintain 
the highest possible service to the people of Hopedale. There 
has been an increase of 1,123 over last year in the number of 
volumes loaned to the public. The total circulation figures for 
the year are 42,015 as against 40,892 for 1958. 


Due to the fact that the Junior - Senior High School now 
has a Library for its students, we were somewhat apprehensive 
about the use of our reference collection. However, during the 
first few months of the present school year, we still had a good 
many students coming to us for research for their papers in 
various courses. We have cooperated with the School Librarian, 
Mrs. Stearns, and have loaned books to supplement the school 
collection. College students and the general public continue to 
use both our Reference and Reading Rooms. We are always 
ready to welcome everyone and be of service in any way we 
are able to help with the information they are seeking. 


Mrs. Irene Ferguson, Librarian since 1953, retired on 
August 1st. The present Librarian hopes that she will be able 
to serve the public as well and ably as Mrs. Ferguson did during 
her years as your Librarian. Mrs. Leola Stearns, one of our 
part time workers, left the staff in September to become the 
Librarian at the Junior-Senior High School. Mrs. Thelma 
Lapworth has now joined us as a part time helper. She spends 
a great part of her time in the very busy Children’s Room 
assisting the Children’s Librarian, Mrs. Marjorie Hattersley. 


The Children’s Room continues its growth in both bor- 
rowers and circulation. There is a splendid group of enthu- 
siastic readers among the young people of Hopedale. Thanks 
to the excellent selections made by Mrs. Hattersley, there are 
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many fine books from which to choose for the pre-school child 
up to High School age. Cretificates were awarded in June 1959 
to the boys and girls who made reports on books read from 
State Reading Lists. There were 55 large and 152 small certi- 
ficates given out which showed an increase of 37 from 1958. 
Seventeen children entered a Supmmer Reading Club and re- 
ported on a total of 186 books. Four story hours were held 
during the year with Mrs. Hattersley and Mrs. Lapworth telling 
the stories. In January of 1959, Mrs. Stanas brought one of 
her kindergarten classes of 20 children to visit the Children’s 
Room. 


National Library Week was observed in March. We again 
arranged a display of books, both adult and juvenile, in the 
window of the Food Center. This drew a great many people to 
the Library with requests for the books which appealed to 
them. 


We wish sincerely to thank the many people who made gifts 
to the Library of both books and magazines. The Trustees 
and Staff appreciate the interest and generosity of the citizens 
of Hopedale. Also our thanks go to Mrs. Paul Grant who ar- 
ranged an exhibit of paintings done by Hopedale people for 
Art Week in November. We also were very happy to have the 
lovely flower arrangements made for us by several people. 


We feel we have had a successful year and hope to make 
1960 grow both in circulation and in service to you, the public 
of Hopedale. 


In closing I would like to take this opportunity to thank 
the Trustees and the Staff for their splendid cooperation and 
support in helping me to serve the patrons of The Bancroft 
Memorial Library.
